SIMPLIFIED SPELLING 


HARD 


GOES 


The simplified spellers have been 


trying for many years to spell tho 
'English language more according to 
Its sound. 
Bat the public does not 


take easily to changes in the spelling 
boot. It was suggestive of popular 
feeling when1 a few days ago the Mod- 
ern Language Association of America 
•decided to drop these new spellings. 
. Many of these so-cslled simplifica- 
"tions do not help much. You do not 
'make it easier merely by spelling 
"'through" *Hhru." If greater corisis- 
,'tehcy could.be introduced it would 
lelp. -As long as there are so many 
•different ways of pronouncing such'a 
terminal as ^ough", as in "cough," 
"bough," and "through," it is mighty 
hard for a foreigner to learn English, 
or the child to learn to spell. 


THE FUTUKE OF THE LEAGUE 


It is most regrettable that Prc8i. 


dent's Wilson's obstinacy in insist- 
ing on precisely his own scheme, has 
defeated the peace treaty for the 
present, and thus prolonged world 
chaos. 


But those who believe In a League 


of Nations, will perhaps be satisfied 
that it is just as well to have the 
league go over until it can bo ban-' 
died by an administration that will 
use common sense in International re- 
lations. 


It does not ecem likely that Presi- 


dent Wilson ever could help make 
such a league a success. Ho has such 
a dictatorial manner that if this coun- 
try entered the league, he would prob- 
ably be threatening constantly to 
withdraw unless he had his way. He 
would insist on moulding the league's 
policies to suit himself, or he woutJ 
not play, 
His arbitrary course has 


already got himself and his country 
heartily disliked in Europe. 
. 


If tho President had the power to 


appoint delegates to the League, he 
would 'not be likely to name reprc 
scntativo men. They would be those 
who he believed would be subservient 
to hls'idosj. 
Then if they showed 


independence, he would be likely to 
remove them if he could.

•"call" to what tms been' styled a He- 
publican bluff/or effort to throw upon 
him the responsibility for continuing 
a state of war. 


Acceptance of the resolution would 


T>e a positive menace to the country, 
In tbe opinion of the President and 
his friends. 
The Democrats think It 


would Involve this country with the 
Allies, besides serving no good end In 
the matter of securing suitable guar- 
antees from Germany. They point out 
that ahe might, refusa to pay for the 
upkeep of American troops on the 
Rhine after the adoption of the reso- 
'latlon and that this country would- 
tave no way of collecting the money. 


The political nature of the peace 


resolution was further 
emphasized 


when plans "were made to permit of no 
amendments being offered on the floor 
of the house. A special rule to make 
the resolution In order and to limit 
debate to seven hours has been pre- 
pared and will be considered By the 
Rules Committee.

the French government to the Ameri-

FRENCHMEN WHO CAME TO 


AMERICA'S AID 


Facts about Rochambeau and His 
, Officers Infrequently Touched Up- 


on in History—Unselfishly In- 


spired by a Great Cause— 


Their Stay in Newport 


(Continued) 


The Colonel of the Bourbonnais was 


the Marquis de Laval-Montmorency, 
a kinsman of him who was bishop of 
Quebec In 1674, much beloved of tho 
Canadians, who have perpetuated his 
name In Laval University, and young 
Viscount Rochambeau was its Lieu- 
tenant Colonel. In October, 1780, he 
•was sent home by his father to ox- 
plain to the Ministers "all the needs 
of our army and that of our allies." 
The frigate in which ho sailed was 
commanded by La Pcyrousc, "that 
clever sailor," (habile inarin) and af- 
terward famous discoverer, believed 
to have been lost with all his crew on 
one of the lonely islands of the New 
Hebrides. Profilinc by. a gale which 
scattered the British fleet, the frigate 
escaped, 
and 
reached 
Franco 
in 


safety. In May following tho young 
Colonel arrived at'Boston, with the 
news of the sailing of De Grasse and 
tho promise of a splendid gift to 
Washington 
of six 
million livrcs, 


which he was to use as he saw fit for 
the needs of his arm 
^ 
...my. 


Count de Sainte-Mesme was Colo- 


nel ot the Saissonnais and his Lieu- 
tenant Colonel was the Viscount de 
Noatlles, Lafayette's brother-in-law, 
who had attempted unsuccessfully to 
Ball with him three years before. The 
Count do Custino commanded the 
Saintonge. In 1702 ho was a Revolu- 
tionary General in command of the 
flrmy of the Lower Rhine, and was so 
unfortunate as to' give offense to the 
Jacobins, who'had him arrested and 
guillotined—one of the first notable 


' victims of the Terror. The Lieuten- 


nnt-Colonel was Count de- Charlus, 
only son of Marshal de Castries, the 
Minister of Marine, transferred at Ins 
own request from an elite to a line 
regiment so • that ho might go to 
America. 
He was severely wounded 


at Yofktown. Count Christian Deux- 
Ponts' and Viscount Guillaume Deux- 


. Fonts, father and son, were- Colonel 
; -"and Lieu tenant-Colonel, respectively, 
• 
: of the Royal Deux-Ponts. The Duke 
de Lhuzun' commanded the legion 
bearing his name. 
"Lauzon-Biron," 


Rochnmbeau calls him, and he was 
one of the gayest .of the many gay 
birds on the expedition. He was one 
of the leading roues at home, but he 
was a model of propriety here, and 
proved'himself a brave and efficient 
soldier, both in this country and af- 
terward as a Revolutionary General, 
but like Custine, he did not suit the 
Jacobins because he treated the de- 
feated .Vend6eans "too well, and the 
guillotine claimed him-also. Rdcham- 
benu tells a story about him which 
he says shows his sociable. disposi- 
tion. He was riding through1 a 
Connecticut village on the march to 
join Washington and a "bon Ameri- 
cano" .asked .him what his fathers 
business-was-in France. "He doesn't 
do anything," was the answer, "but I 
have an uncle who is a marchal," al- 
.hiding to'Marshal de B iron. "Very 
well,'! said the villager, shaking-him 
vigorously by the hand, "that's a 
very good business," probably think- 
ing that a marshal vyas a.kind of 
French Sheriff, Viscount d'Arrot and 
Count Dillon were Laurun's subordi- 
nates. \

.The fleet was commanded by Ad- 


miral Ternay, a distinguished officer, 
•who died at Newport a few months 
after the. arrival of the expedition. 
On the voyage over, the fleet being in 
the neighborhood of the Bermudas, 
six British vessels were sighted bear- 
ing down on the transports.

French. Admiral prepared to attack 
and might have captured one of the 
ships .which had become separated 
from the others, but Rochambeau, 
says he "preferred, the safety of his 
own convoy to the personal glory of 
taking an enemy's ship." The other 
line officers were -'mostly young no- 
blemen and court favorites who left 
home, rank and fortune to gain dis- 
tinction in America, and returned to 
meet confiscation and ruin, with the 
shadow of the guillotine hanging over; 
all.

Second in command to Rochambeau 


and-his successor on his departure 
from the United States in 1783 was 
Baron de Viomenil.' Some months 
before tho siege Rochambeau had 
asked for his own recall, that he 
might recover his health, which had 
long been poor. The King approved 
of his request, leaving it to him to fix 
the time of his return, when he 'should 
think he might leave without injury 
'to the cause, but the despatch did not 
reach him until long after the sur- 
render, with which his. fame is for- 
ever linked. Viomenil was a brave 
and skillful soMier and distinguished 


Yorktown, all three attaining civil 
and military diitlnction. 


By the middle of April, tho army 


•wa» ready to sail; but it w'a5 ««* unl11 
May 2 that the wind became favora- 
ble, and then the ten ships of war 
and thirty transports' put to sea. A 
gale Boon scattered the fleet, and 
drove the English squadron which 
was pursuing ft back to Portsmouth 
to refit. It was two weeks before It 
was ready to sail a^ain, but in the 
meantime tho expedition got together 
without loss, and arrived at Newport 
only two days before the English 
ships reached New York. The vov- 
age was long, but not unpleasant. No 
periscopes or submarines were sight- 
ed. They Bailed as far south as the 
Azores, nnd then stood'ncross the1 At- 
lantic. On June 11 they captured a 
sloop from Halifax, whose cargo of 
codfish proved a welcome addition to 
thc-army ration, and on June 20 they 
had the skirmish'with some British 
ships referred to above. 
On July 4 


they were off the capes of the Ches- 
apeake, and a week later anchored in 
tho harbor of Newport, where Gen- 
eral Heath with 1,000 New England 
militia was waiting for' them, but 
their landing \ius unopposed and all 
peaceably disembarked. 


Their welcome was most cordial and 


tho friendly intercourse which sprang 
up between the soldiers and the citi- 
zens and the social functions ar- 
ranged in.honor of their guests "af- 
forded a'pleasing prospect of the fu- 
ture felicity and grandeur of this 
country in alliance with the most po- 
lite, powerful,.-and generous nation 
in the world," in tho modest lan- 
guage of a newspaper of the day. 
There was a grand illumination, one 
evening, when all' the houses, in 
Thames street were ordered, to be 
lighted and the Town Treasurer -was 
•directed to buy "one box'of candles" 
for those who were too poor to fur- 
nish, them themselves. 
In return. 


Count de Lauzun gave a fine ball, and 
the officers of.the Royal Deux-Ponts 
another, and many good dinners were 
giyen and eaten.

miracle. The fatal tumbril was wait- 
ing for bim, but on that day it was 
full, and he was remanded to prison. 
Before his turn came again the 
knife had disposed of Robtspierre and 
the prison doors were opened. Napo- 
leon held him in great esteem, and 
when ho became Emperor he pro- 
claimed him, being then 80 years of 
ago, Grand Officer of the Legion of 
Jlonon, having previously restored
